QUALITY IN BEGONIAS 





Size of tuber does not affect purity of strain and type of 
flower, but it does influence size of plant, and number and size of 
blossoms, provided the various sizes are of equal age. The best tubers 
are those produced in one year from seed, as older tubers lose their 
vigor and vitality. 

For bedding purposes one year old tubers of medium size and 
plump, firm quality are the best. Larger tubers of same age and 
plump quality (not flat and thin) are usually preferred for pot culture 
and exhibition purposes. 

All Dutch Begonia tubers offered by us are medium size and plump, 
1% to 11/4 inches in diameter unless otherwise indicated. Those indi- 
cated as “small” are of the same plump quality and age but average 
1'/, to 144 inches in diameter; the best size produced by the variety 
concerned. In other words we supply the best size tuber for each 
particular variety. 

Quality of the strain (color, texture, substance, bearing, etc.) 
is not influenced by size of the tuber. It is dependent upon the grow- 
er’s skill, and his standards as a hybridist and plantsman. You can 
be sure of good strains only by buying tubers of known quality 
from reputable firms. The strains we offer in both Dutch and Pacific 
hybrids are very select, and we sincerely consider them to be the 
finest available at the present time.

Most double Begonias are grown for the quality and beauty of individual 
blossoms, but the Multifloras are valued chiefly for a profusion of bloom held 
well above the foliage for maximum display.

i ealizing there are many newcomers each year lured into the 
great adventure of gardening, and that many of the bulbs listed 
on the next few pages are not widely known, we have made the 
descriptions as complete and detailed as space permits. As usual 
however, there is insufficient space to include as much informa- 
tion as desired.
